SOAP star Shayne Ward and glamour model 
Katie Price have been named as the manag¬ 
ers for an upcoming charity football match 
at Walsall FC’s Bescot Stadium. 

The match will pitch the ‘Smiling Sad¬ 
dlers’ against the ‘Compton Wolves’. 

Corrie favourite and former X Factor win¬ 
ner Ward will manage Compton Wolves in 
the match on Saturday, May 13, which will 
raise money for Compton Hospice and Smile 
for Joel. 

Price will manage the Smiling Saddlers in 
the fixture. The funds generated will be do¬ 
nated to Compton Hospice, to mark its 35th 
anniversary celebrations, and Smile for Joel. 

The latter was named after 19-year-old 
Joel Richards from Wednesbury, who was 


killed in the horror attack in Sousse in 2015. 
His uncle Adrian Evans, aged 49 and from 
Bilston, and grandfather Patrick Evans, 
aged 78, were also among 30 British tour¬ 
ists murdered - while Joel’s younger brother 
Owen survived. 

Smile for Joel works with Victim Support 
to raise money for victims of atrocities. 

Soap actors and musicians will be provid¬ 
ing the entertainment on the pitch when the 
celebrity football match is staged in Walsall. 

Eastenders’ Jake Wood will line up with 
his soap rival Ward, while other celebrities 
taking part include Calum Best and Joe 
Calzaghe. 

Sue Chance, head of fundraising for Comp¬ 
ton Hospice added: “We are so excited to be 


part of the Smiling Saddlers vs Compton 
Wolves Celebrity Football Match next year. 
It’s the first time we have been involved in 
an event such this and we think it’s a great 
way to help raise much needed funds for 
both Compton Hospice and Smile for Joel. 

“We’d like to encourage as many people as 
possible to purchase a ticket and join us for a 
day of soccer and celeb spotting.” 

Tickets are available from wfcthevenue. 
co.uk and cost £10 for adults, £5 for children. 
VIP packages are also available for £35. 

The event has been organised in partner¬ 
ship with ‘Sellebrity Soccer’, a charity foot¬ 
ball association which holds regular football 
matches at stadiums across the country, and 
sponsored by Tile Choice. 



Proposed secondary would take up to 950 pupils 


NEW FREE SCHOOL 
PLAN IS REVEALED 


A NEW secondary school taking in more than 950 stu¬ 
dents is being planned for Blakenall and could open in 
September next year, it has been revealed. 

The plans have been drawn up by The Windsor Academy Trust which 
already runs two academies in the borough. The free school would take 
in pupils from Years 7 to 11 as well as 22 sixth form pupils, according 
to council documents. Talks are under way regarding the new school al¬ 
though plans have not yet been formally submitted to Walsall Council. 

The proposal was outlined in a report to 


last night’s Walsall cabinet under the coun¬ 
cil’s ‘five year sufficiency strategy’ - a plan 
to manage requirements for school places 
across the borough over the next five years. 

The Windsor Academy Trust already 
runs Rivers Primary Academy and the 
Goldsmith Primary Academy. It has laid 
out its vision for the new school, to be 
called The Blakenall School, on a website. 

The trust says: “We are proposing to 
open a new, 11-18 Free School in the Blak¬ 
enall district and will be seeking the ap¬ 
proval from the Department for Education 
to open this new school in September 2018. 

“Our new secondary school will form 
part of the government’s Free School pro¬ 
gramme and will be funded directly by 
central government’s Education Funding 
Agency (EFA). As part of a Multi-Academy 
Trust the school will be held to account for 
the way it spends public money by the EFA 
and will be subject to regular audits. 

“We believe - and local parents tell us 
- that there is a clear need for more high 
quality secondary provision in an area 
where parental choice is severely limited 
in terms of access to good or outstanding 
secondary schools/academies. We are keen 
to address parental demand by building 
on the successful and improving KS2 out-

comes in WAT’s existing primary acade¬ 
mies.” Blakenall councillor Ian Robertson 
said: “Anything which brings more educa¬ 
tion opportunities to Blakenall and reduces 
the need for our children to travel outside of 
the area is to be welcomed. I would hope a 
space can be given to the trust in order for 
them to see through their plans.” 

However, a consultation with headteach¬ 
ers across the borough as part of the coun¬ 
cil’s sufficiency strategy shows that there 
are concerns about the plans. The council 
report reads: “All of the responses received 
from secondary schools express concerns 
about the proposal by an independent spon¬ 
sor to locate a 950-place secondary free 
school in the Blakenall area. 

“These include whether there is sufficient 
demand in the Blakenall area of Walsall for 
an additional 950 place school and the po¬ 
tential negative impact on existing Walsall 
secondary schools in terms of funding, pupil 
numbers and teaching standards.” 

A spokesman for Walsall Council said: 
“The decision to approve a Free School ap¬ 
plication rests with the Department for Ed¬ 
ucation, not with local authorities.” 


Hand car wash sparks protest

FED-UP residents are calling for action against a 
hand car wash still operating, despite planning per¬ 
mission for the business being refused. 

People living near the site in New Road, Willen¬ 
hall, say it is a noisy neighbour and a safety hazard. 

Walsall Council rejected a second application for 
a car wash on the land on January 31, having al¬ 
ready turned one down in May last year, amid con¬ 
cerns over increased traffic and disturbance. 

But the business remained open at the weekend 
prompting residents to urge the council to take en¬ 


forcement action against the owner. A worker at 
the car wash, who would not give his name, said 
they would be appealing as they believed it was a 
suitable business for the site. 

But Councillor Diane Coughlan said residents 
have had enough of living opposite the car wash, 
which has been open for around two weeks. She 
said: “I’ve been contacted by residents who don’t 
want to live by a car wash. Planning permission has 
been refused and it should no longer be operating. 
We want people to follow the rules.”

Guest house set 
to be care home 


A guest house in Walsall could become 
a care home under new plans. Horizon 
Care Education wants to turn Arden 
Lodge Guest House on Bloxwich Road 
into a home for children. 

Young people up to the age of 18 
would live in the home for between 
three and five years. They would not 
have physical or mental impairment, 
but will have been “adversely affected 
by circumstances and in need of a se¬ 
cure, stable and caring place to live.” 

Walsall Council planners will decide 
on the project later this year.

Wine bar go-ahead 
at ex-funeral parlour 

A CONTROVERSIAL plan to turn a former 
funeral parlour into a wine bar has been 
given the go-ahead by Walsall councillors. 

Twenty people objected to the change 
of use for the former Co-op Funeral Care 
branch in Walsall Wood Road in Aldridge, 
some on the grounds it would be more 
suited to the village centre. 

Developers want to open the wine bar 
from 8am until 2am every day - but plan¬ 
ning officers have said that should be 
limited to 9am to 11pm from Sunday to 
Thursday and from 9am until 11,30pm 
on Fridays and Saturdays. Neighbours 
objected on the grounds they were con¬ 
cerned about noise.

Petition to save village library from axe 



Inside the multi-million pound Pelsall library 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched 
to save the multi-million pound 
Pelsall library from closure. 

Village councillor Gary Perry 
says ‘it beggars belief that the 
library, which was opened five 
years ago by Prince Edward, is 
one of nine in Walsall earmarked 
for closure under revised cuts by 
the council. 

Furious residents have launched 
a staunch defence of the library. 

As well as being fairly new 
which was opened at vast expense 
to the council, Pelsall residents 


argue that the library’s visitor 
figures are the highest in the bor¬ 
ough apart from the main library 
in the town centre. There are also 
queries over why the library was 
chosen for the chopping block 
when the council-owned building 
it is in, the £4m Pelsall Village 
Centre, will have to remain open 
anyway as it houses GP surgeries 
and the pre-school alliance. 

Councillor Perry, who has 
served as a Pelsall councillor for 
nearly 19 years, has set up the pe¬ 
tition to keep the library open and 


has more than 1,000 names on it. 
He said: “Apart from Central Li¬ 
brary, our visitor figures are the 
highest in Walsall. The council 
owns the building which means as 
it stays open they will still have to 
pay for gas, electric etc. 

“I understand that libraries 
needed to be cut but for me clos¬ 
ing Pelsall makes no sense. ”A pub¬ 
lic meeting took place on Tuesday 
and last night, Wednesday, a cab¬ 
inet meeting was held which rat¬ 
ified the council’s position, but a 
final decision is due at full council. 


We agonised over our 
council cuts - chiefs 


‘THERE have been agonies over it... 
it was very difficult.’ 

So says Walsall Council’s deputy lead¬ 
er Lee Jeavons after the council’s revised 
budget plans were revealed, with hundreds 
of jobs and nine libraries set to go. 

Council bosses have spoken up to defend the 
cuts which in many aspects were not as fierce as 
first predicted - with the future of the New Art 
Gallery all but secured now. 

Council leader Councillor Sean Coughlan and 
Councillor Ian Shires, the leader of the Liberal 
Democrats who are in a coalition with Labour, 
said that the process was ‘really tough’ and ‘not 
easy’ as council tax goes up a further one per 
cent and some school crossing patrols are axed. 

However seven libraries will remain open and 
the Leather Museum is staying put. 

Councillor Jeavons said: “There have been 
agonies over it, quite literally agonies. Lots of 
very , very robust discussion. Look at some of the 
services we have had to adjust and change, we 
are talking about services for children, for vul¬ 
nerable adults and services that people love like 
libraries. It has been difficult to do.” 

Councillor Coughlan added: “It has not been 
easy, it has been really tough.“We have only had 
19 months of control of this council in 17 years 
so in lots of ways it was a difficult period.” 

The council claimed it listened to residents 
with more than a quarter of its original pro¬ 
posals being amended or scrapped. Among the 
changes include the council rowing back on its 
plans to remove school transport services for 
children with special education needs over-16. 

But the proposals have been criticised by the 
Conservative group leader Councillor Mike Bird. 
He said: “When we had control of the council 
and we proposed library closures we proposed 
having a library within two miles of every resi¬ 
dent - this is not the case this time. 

“The proposals will lead to further isolation 
for elderly residents. Pelsall library only opened 
in the last few years at a cost of £5 million. It 
houses several doctors surgeries and a nursery 
which means the council will effectively be run¬ 
ning the building for the NHS. ” 

One library which has been saved is Darlaston. 
Councillor Doug James said: “A big thank you to 
the hundreds of Darlaston and Moxley residents 
for our petition, social media campaign, letters, 
attending meetings. You made the difference.”

Walsall Council has been urged 
to fight against drastic funding 
cuts from central Government. 

Walsall Against Cuts, which 
describes itself as a ‘cross party 
organisation fighting to stop all 
cuts’, says residents were ‘seri¬ 
ously worried’ after the authority 
announced its latest budget plans. 

It held its latest meeting at The 
Royal Hotel on Ablewell Street, 
just hours after council bosses laid 
out its plan to save £86 million by 
2020. The proposals include rais¬ 
ing council tax by nearly five per 
cent, axing hundreds of jobs and 
nine libraries. 


Originally, the council pro¬ 
posed to shut 15 of the borough’s 
16 libraries, leaving just Central 
Library open which would also 
incorporate the leather museum 
and local history centre. 

However, six of the libraries 
are now to remain open, with the 
leather museum also not moving. 

But Walsall Against Cuts be¬ 
lieve more can be done. Speaking 
at the meeting, Martin Lynch, 
convenor of the group, said: 
“While obviously any reductions 
in cuts are to be welcomed, we 
are seriously worried that much 
of this is simply pain being put 


off in some cases and we feel the 
council needs to be taking the 
fight against the situation they 
find themselves in to central Gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Mr Lynch, 65, from Birchills, 
added: “We want the council to 
work with us and other councils 
to demand that the Government 
reconsider the cuts to local gov¬ 
ernment funding they are mak¬ 
ing. For that to happen there 
needs to be a more proactive atti¬ 
tude and take a stand.” 

Members are planning to hand 
over a 2,000 signature petition 
against the cuts to council bosses. 


Financial 
help urged 
on service 
for fallen 

NEW calls for financial support for a Re¬ 
membrance Day event in Walsall have 
been made by a councillor. 

Pleas for Walsall Council to hand over 
more money so Remembrance Day pa¬ 
rades can go ahead are being resisted 
with bosses saying the authority’s deci¬ 
sion will not change. 

In December, Walsall Council’s cab¬ 
inet agreed to provide 30 per cent of 
traffic management costs, up to a cap of 
£1,000 per parade, for the years 2017, 
2018 and 2019. 

Despite this, calls are now being made 
for the council to increase that provision 
to 50 per cent, with the average cost 
for organising the parades coming in at 
around £4,250, according to a petitioner 
who has collected more than 600 signa¬ 
tures in just over a week. 

During a discussion prior to the plans 
being approved in December, Councillor 
Paul Bott, who represents the Darlas¬ 
ton area, asked leader Sean Coughlan 
if there was a possibility of including 
funding to help with road closures for 
the Moxley Remembrance Service. 

Councillor Bott pointed out that the 
town’s memorial was located near busy 
roads, making a two minute silence al¬ 
most impossible. However, councillor 
Coughlan said the authority would not 
be contributing to closures for that area 
because the service in Moxley is a ‘static 
event’, not a parade. 

Councillor Bott has now said if any 
extra money is being given out for other 
parades, he will go back to the council 
leader again over the event. 

Lanes to be shut 
for work on M6 

VITAL maintenance work is set to start 
on the M6 this month. Highways Eng¬ 
land is beginning structural repairs to 
damaged concrete and renewing the wa¬ 
terproofing of the elevated road struc¬ 
ture on the northbound carriageway 
around junction seven for Great Barr. 

Work is due to start on February 20 
and is expected to last for seven weeks. 

Temporary speed limits will also be 
put in place of 50mph on the approach 
and 40mph through the work area, and 
there will be lane closures. As part of the 
work, new expansion joints will also be 
installed on the carriageway designed to 
allow movement within the structure. 

Project manager, Jessica Kenny said: 
“Leaving it alone is not an option and it 
would mean bigger and more disruptive 
roadworks in future.” 

MP Vaz hails work

Walsall MP Valerie Vaz has hailed 
the work of Cancer Research UK in the 
Commons. She said Walsall’s under 75 
mortality rate for cancer was well below 
average. It was important Cancer Re¬ 
search met a target to ensure 3 in 4 peo¬ 
ple with cancer survived within 20 years. 
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Legal move 
on eyesore 
pubs after 
no action 

THE OWNERS of two abandoned 
pubs in Walsall blighted by fly-tipping 
and travellers, will be prosecuted for 
not cleaning up the sites. 

The owners of the Eagle and Leath¬ 
ern Bottle pubs, in Creswell Crescent, 
Bloxwich, had been handed a council 
order to clean up the sites last year, 
but the sites remain eyesores. There 
are still piles of rubble on the sites 
after demolition of the pubs started 
but was never finished. 

Now Walsall Council is preparing a 
prosecution case to force the owners 
to take responsibility for the sites. 

A report set to be discussed at a 
planning committee meeting tonight 
states that prosecution cases are being 
prepared against the two owners, who 
have failed to comply with section 215 
notices issued in the past in order to 
get them to clean up the site. 

A spokesman from Walsall Council 
said that ‘if necessary’ it would seek 
a resolution through the legal pro¬ 
cesses, adding that it was still trying 
to ‘secure compliance with the Section 
215 notices’. 

Official documents in the council’s 
planning committee reports states 
that the ‘prosecution case is being 
prepared’. It also states under the 
type of action being taken against the 
two sites that the council was seeking 
‘prosecution. 

When the clean-up notice was is¬ 
sued at the start of last year, Walsall 
Council gave the owners a deadline of 
August 3, however an inspection in 
November revealed that neither had 
completed the job. 

Health students' 
focus on nurses 

HIGHER Education Health students 
at Walsall College received an insight 
in to the role of nurses after taking 
part in a conference with the Royal 
College of Nursing (RCN). 

Paul Vaughan, regional director, 
and Ruth Burey, the professional 
learning and development facilitator 
at RCN, visited the college and deliv¬ 
ered a presentation to students on key 
issues currently facing the nursing in¬ 
dustry. 

This included the NHS’s five-year 
vision, with an increasing focus on 
prevention methods and health and 
social care sectors working in closer 
unison, understanding dignity in 
nursing and the importance of reflec¬ 
tive practice. The guest speakers, who 
both practised as nurses, also gave 
students an overview of their careers.

Bigamist said wife had died of cancer 


A BIGAMIST led a double life after telling 
his second wife that his previous spouse 
had died of cancer when in fact they were 
still married. 

Michael Hardy told a web of lies to both 
Caroline Lacey, who he wed in 2014, and 
Joanne White, who he married in Decem¬ 
ber last year. Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard the 46-year-old started dating Miss 
White after his marriage with Miss Lacey 
became strained. 

To conceal his infidelity from Miss Lacey 

- with whom he shared a home in Walsall 

- he claimed to have suffered an accident 
at work for which he needed hospital treat¬ 
ment and lied about attending a number of 

... follow-up appointments. 

Michael Hardy Mr Edward Soulsby, prosecuting, said 



he was actually visiting Miss White at her 
home in Barnes Hill, Birmingham adding 
that he proposed to her and on December 
16 they married at a register office.Mr 
Soulsby said: “He named Caroline Lacey 
correctly but told Miss White she was his 
ex-wife and explained she had died about a 
year ago of cancer.” 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
Hardy and Miss Lacey lived together in 
Kent before moving to Walsall sometime 
between 2014 and 2016. He first lied about 
his accident in October last year. 

Miss Lacey became suspicious after see¬ 
ing Barnes Hill in the search history of his 
Sat Nav and hearing directions to the ad¬ 
dress during phone calls while he was in his 
van. She drove there accompanied by her 


daughter on Boxing Day to find her hus¬ 
band’s van in which he was sitting inside 
with Miss White. Mr Soulsby, said: “Miss 
Lacey gets out of her car and asks who the 
woman is with him in the van. At the same 
time Miss White gets out and declares she 
is his wife and that they married recently. 
Miss Lacey also says she is his wife and that 
they married two years ago.” 

Hardy, of Gibbons Road, Selly Oak, Bir¬ 
mingham, was reported to police by Miss 
Lacey the following day. He admitted one 
charge of bigamy and on Monday was given 
a six-month suspended jail sentence and 
ordered to carry out 120 hours community 
service. The court heard Miss Lacey is now 
seeking a divorce while Miss White wants 
to ‘make ago of it.’ 


Jam-busting design for 
junction 10 is revealed 


A CONGESTION-BUSTING design 
to finally ease the misery of motor¬ 
ists at M6 junction 10 has been re¬ 
vealed at last. 

Two new, wider bridges form part of 
the design - increasing the junction’s 
number of lanes from two to four - and 
should be constructed by 2020. 

The new design for the £64.5m scheme has 
been chosen by Walsall Council and Highways 
England to reduce congestion, increase safety 
and improve links for businesses in the area. 

Under the plans the current roundabout, 
built in the 1960s will be replaced, to avoid 
the need for extensive maintenance. 

Around 8,000 vehicles pass through the 
junction every hour during peak periods but 
the newly-built roundabout will increase its 
capacity to 10,500. 

Improvements will also be carried out to 
pedestrian and cycle facilities at the junction. 

The A454 Black Country Route, a vital dual 
carriageway which connects Walsall to Wol¬ 
verhampton will be widened from Junction 10 
to the Bentley Mill Way bridge, with enhance¬ 
ments made to the Wolverhampton Road and 
Bloxwich Lane junction. 

Members of the public can see the design in 
person at three events this month. These will 
take place at the Village Hotel on February 
15, from 2pm to 8pm, at the Holiday Inn from 
12pm to 4pm on February 20 and on February 
25 from 11am to 2pm at Boundary Mill. 

Money 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, deputy leader and 
portfolio holder for transport and regenera¬ 
tion, said: “Of the two, this chosen design is 
seen as the most effective at reducing conges¬ 
tion, offers the best value for money and will 
improve safety for all road users.” 

The project is being jointly funded by High¬ 
ways England and Walsall Council via the 
Black Country Local Enterprise Partnership. 

David Reed, of Highways England, said: 
“Working in partnership we have developed a 
design that will deliver more reliable journey 
times and, at the same time, provide a signifi¬ 
cant boost to the Midlands economy.” 

Subject to receiving planning permission 
and completing further preparatory work, 
construction is expected to start on site late 
2018 and be completed in around two years.

£30,000 boost to kick off upgrade 


DARLASTON Town FC have been 
awarded more than £30,000 to up¬ 
grade their Bentley Leisure Pavil¬ 
ion ground. 

The club, which is known as Dar- 
laston Town (1874) FC, has been 
given the money by Biffa as part of 
Landfill Communities Fund. 

A total of £33,000 has been 
awarded, which the club will put 
towards upgrading the heating 
system in the ground. The heating 
system has not been touched since 


the ground was opened more than 
60 years ago. 

Work is likely to begin in April or 
May and will be finished by the end 
of May. 

Neil Chambers, the chairman of 
the club, said: “This is fantastic 
news and is another major step for¬ 
ward in the club’s progress. When 
we reformed in 2013 the Directors 
and Committee set a five-year plan 
to develop the club both on and off 
the field. We are making significant 


progress in achieving that plan and 
will continue to improve the facili¬ 
ties at Bentley Leisure Pavilion. 

“When we signed the 25-year 
lease for Bentley Leisure Pavilion 
in September 2015 the committee 
and directors also agreed an im¬ 
provement plan for the club house 
and dressing rooms. We have al¬ 
ready spent more than £20,000 
improving the dressing rooms and 
club house and have further im¬ 
provement plans in the pipeline. ” 
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woman fends off 
man in carjack bid 

A WOMAN fended off a carj acker 
after he ran towards her vehicle and 
lunged his arm through the window. 

The incident, which left the motor¬ 
ist ‘extremely shaken’, took place in 
Essington on the Burnsnips Road on 
Wednesday January 25, prompting 
Staffordshire Police to release an ap¬ 
peal for witnesses to come forward. 

At around 5.45pm, the female vic¬ 
tim was driving home in her white 
Kia Sportage along the A462. As she 
approached the traffic lights at the 
junction of Warstone Road and Broad 
Lane, she noticed a man sitting on 
the grass verge. Suddenly he sprinted 
towards her door and tried to prise it 
open. 

The man then reached inside the 
half open window, searching for the 
handle, but the woman fought back. 

At that point, a member of the pub¬ 
lic in the car behind shouted at the 
would-be robber who then ran away 
towards the general direction of Wil- 
lenhall. 

Young family in 
fire rescue drama 

A MOTHER and her two young chil¬ 
dren were rescued from their flat af¬ 
ter a fire broke out at an industrial 
unit next door. 

Tania Caddick, aged 22, and her 
daughters Scarlett, four months, and 
Ciara, were helped out of their home 
on Croft Street, Willenhall, after Ms 
Caddick screamed for help from the 
bedroom window. 

The blaze broke out at the unit at 
around 7pm on Thursday. Dean Rit¬ 
chie, 38, and his partner Katie, 22, 
heard the terrified mother’s cries and 
kicked a gate to her property in before 
helping her and the children outside. 

Ms Caddick, who lives in the top 
floor flat with her two children and 
partner Louis, said: “I am so glad 
we are all safe but it was the scari¬ 
est thing ever, I have never been so 
terrified in my life. Firefighters had 
to come up and check everything was 
okay with the flat.” 

Hundreds sign 
parades petition 

A PETITION calling on Walsall Coun¬ 
cil to rethink funding plans for Re¬ 
membrance Day parades across the 
borough ended with more than 750 
signatures. 

British Legion groups and residents 
are asking the authority to hand over 
more money so such parades can go 
ahead this year. The online petition 
ended with 789 people having signed 
it. But bosses have so far said the au¬ 
thority’s decision to cap its provision 
at £1,000 will not change. 

M5 to get 30mph limit 

A 30mph speed limit will be in place 
on a stretch of the M5 for 18 months 
during a major roadworks scheme. 
Drivers face the prospect of huge de¬ 
lays as details of the scheme to repair 
Oldbury viaduct were revealed. The 
route between junctions one and two 
of the M5 will be affected.

Burglar threw stolen jewellery away 


A BURGLAR who stole jewellery 
from a neighbour before throwing 
the items away because he couldn’t 
sell them has been given a suspended 
sentence. 

Adam Follows, of Sandbank Road, 
Bloxwich, was living at Dolphin 
House, Goscote, when he broke into 
another flat, stealing Nike Air Max 
trainers, a silver necklace and brace¬ 
let on September 22 last year. 


After admitting his crime to po¬ 
lice, Follows, aged 35, said he had 
stolen the items to sell in order to 
get enough money to leave Dolphin 
House, where he said it was ‘too 
easy’ for him to purchase drugs after 
a number of years of sobriety. 

He then admitted selling the 
trainers to a stranger on the street 
but said he discarded the jewellery 
as he was unable to sell it. Follows, 


who has 30 convictions to his name, 
mostly involving cases of theft, 
pleaded guilty at Walsall Magistrates 
Court to one charge of burglary at 
Walsall Magistrates Court on Octo¬ 
ber 21, 2016. 

He was sentenced at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on February 
1, where he was given a 12-month 
prison sentence suspended for two 
years, a one year community order, a 


20-hour rehabilitation requirement, 
a curfew preventing him from leav¬ 
ing home between 9pm and 6am for 
two months and a requirement to 
carry out 50 hours unpaid work. 

Defending Follows, Mr David 
Swinnerton said: “Since this hap¬ 
pened he has in fact managed to 
move away, get clean from drugs 
and get himself a job. He has told me 
today that he regrets his error.” 


Jail extended for thug 
who sliced ex’s ear off 


A CRUEL thug who sliced off most of his ex- 
wife’s ear during a horrendous attack in front of 
their children has had his jail term increased by 
top judges. 

Patrick Reilly, aged 37, attacked Kathleen Reilly in 
Bloxwich, because she had left him and he wanted to 
make sure no man would ever ‘look at her again’. 

Reilly, of Rugby Close, Ashby-de-la-Zouch, was jailed for nine 
years at Wolverhampton Crown Court on December 12. But 
the Solicitor-General Robert Buckland QC said his sentence 
was too lenient and senior judges at London’s Court of Appeal 


agreed, increasing the term to 
14 years. 

Reilly was helped by his sis¬ 
ter Deborah Corcoran, 45, of 
Stone Close, Ashby, and her 
daughter, Kelly Corcoran, 26, 
of Vicarage Road, Whitehall, 
Bristol. Mrs Reilly had left her 
husband prior to the attack on 
April 4 last year, Lady Justice 
Sharp told the court. The trio 
set out to cause serious injury 
to her as ‘she would not take 
her husband back and had 
brought shame upon the fam¬ 
ily’• 

They gained access to her 
home by ‘subterfuge’ and the 
two women grabbed her by 
the hair, pulled her into the 
lounge and pinned her to the 
floor. 

Children 

They shouted insults at her 
and said Reilly should never 
have married her and she 
deserved everything she was 
going to get. Reilly punched 
his ex-wife to the face and 
chest. He then picked her up 
by her hair and sliced off most 
of her ear ‘to make sure no 
man would look at her again’. 

The assault took place in 
front of the victim’s three 
young children. He brandished 
the flick knife at the children 
and told them to ‘shut up’, be¬ 
fore slicing off their mother’s 
ear. 

One of the children put the 
ear on ice after the attack¬ 
ers left but ‘unfortunately it 
proved impossible to reattach’, 
said the judge. Extensive re¬ 
constructive surgery and skin 
grafts will be required to re¬ 
build Mrs Reilly’s ear.

All three attackers were 
convicted of wounding with 
intent. Deborah Corcoran got 
six years, while her daughter 
got five. Reilly was also con¬ 
victed of possession of a bladed 
article and threatening to com¬ 
mit criminal damage. He had 
31 previous convictions for 98 
crimes, the court heard. 

Jake Hallam, for the Solic¬ 
itor-General, argued that all 
three should have received 
much tougher sentences. It 
was a ‘profoundly serious of¬ 
fence’ and their jail terms did 
not reflect this, he argued. 
James Beck, for Reilly, argued 
that his jail term was ‘lenient’ 
but not ‘unduly lenient’. Lee 
Masters, for Deborah Corco¬ 
ran, agreed and said she was 
‘in thrall’ to her brother. He 
also pointed to her age, lack of 
relevant convictions, remorse 
and being primary carer for 
her 12-year-old-son. 

Graham Henson, for Kelly 
Corcoran, said she had been 
‘recruited late in the day’ and 
had made ‘suicide attempts’. 

The judge, Lady Justice 
Sharp, who was sitting with 
Mr Justice Haddon-Cave and 
Judge Paul Batty QC, ruled 
that Reilly and Deborah Cor¬ 
coran’s jail terms were ‘unduly 
lenient’. 

She increased Reilly’s jail 
term from nine to 14 years. 
Deborah Corcoran’s term went 
up from six to eight years. 
While Kelly Corcoran’s five- 
year jail term could have been 
tougher, it was not unduly le¬ 
nient, concluded the judge.

AN appeal has been launched to help pay 
for a stray cat’s crucial operation who is 
likely to lose an eye. Josie was taken in by 
Kats Cradle Cat Rescue three months ago 
after being found pregnant in Willenhall. 

The cat, believed to be between two and 
three-years-old, was also found with a huge 
lump on the top of her head. Once the ab¬ 
scess popped it was so deep her skull could 
be seen. After she gave birth to six kittens, 
her situation deteriorated, with the abscess 
forming on her head again. 

An unsuccessful spell of antibiotics 
meant an x-ray and subsequent operation 


followed, again with the abscess return¬ 
ing. Debbie Brookes-Hemans, owner of 
Kats Cradle in Coven, said: “The vet found 
a pocket at the back of her eye after the 
x-ray. The vet thinks it came from a nasty 
bite from a cat and it’s also affecting her si¬ 
nus. Kats Cradle relies exclusively on public 
donations and the bill has already reached 
more than £500 for Josie.

Winnick says 
Green should 
not keep his 
knighthood 

WALSALL MP David Winnick has 
said it is ‘remarkable’ that it may 
take years before a decision is made 
over whether BHS boss Sir Philip 
Green will keep his knighthood. 

The retailer collapsed and went into 
administration in April 2016 affecting 
more than 11,000 workers throughout 
the country. At the Walsall town cen¬ 
tre’s Park Street branch, 36 people 
lost their jobs. 

In an emotional farewell, staff 
signed each other’s shirts, reflected on 
fond memories and also vented their 
anger at the demise of a high street 
stalwart on closing day. Mr Winnick, 
MP for Walsall North, brought up the 
topic of an investigation into whether 
Sir Philip should keep his knighthood 
during a conversation with Prime 
Minister Theresa May during Prime 
Minister’s Questions. 

He said: “How will the thousands 
of people who lost their jobs at British 
Home Stores feel about the fact that 
it may take years before the case of 
Philip Green, the totally discredited 
and disgraced businessperson, results 
in his knighthood being taken away or 
otherwise? 

“People lose their jobs and suffer all 
the consequences, but this man keeps 
his billions and his knighthood.” 

In response Prime Minister The¬ 
resa May said that an independ¬ 
ent committee would decide on the 
knighthood issue. August 8 marked 
the end of the road for the Walsall 
branch, while Wolverhampton’s Dud¬ 
ley Street branch closed the following 
Wednesday.

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Bloom hope 
for village 
to represent 
the region 

ALDRIDGE has been selected to rep¬ 
resent the Heart of England region 
in the Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS) Britain in Bloom UK Finals 
2017. 

The Walsall village will join 75 other 
finalists competing to be crowned one 
of the cleanest, greenest and most 
beautiful places in the UK. The Heart 
of England finalists were chosen for 
their commitment to environmental 
responsibility, their high levels of 
community participation and their 
outstanding gardening achievements.

A&E performance 
drops to new lows 

A&E performance at Walsall Manor 
Hospital plummeted to new lows in 
December, the latest figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

The under pressure department 
was escalated to its highest level of 
demand - level 4 - for one day during 
the month it has also emerged. 

On average during the month less 
than one in four patients - 21 per cent 
- were dealt with in the required four- 
hour target. 

At its worst that proportion fell to 
nearly one in three - 31 per cent. 

There were more than 6,200 emer¬ 
gency attendances in December while 
more than 2,800 of those were via an 
ambulance - higher than the previous 
two months. 

Bosses have pointed to the increase 
in ambulances as one of the main rea¬ 
sons for the increased pressure. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust’s 
governing body discussed the latest 
figures further last Thursday at its 
monthly meeting. 

A report states: “There were over 
90 ambulance arrivals to the depart¬ 
ment on 21 days during the month, an 
increase compared to November (15) 
and over 100 ambulance arrivals on 
eight days compared to nine days in 
November.

GP surgery told to improve by inspectors 



Park View Centre, in Brownhills 


A BROWNHILLS GP surgery with 
more than 3,000 patients has been 
told to improve by health bosses. 
Parkside Medical Practice, at the 
Park View Centre in Chester Road 
North, has been rated as ‘requires 
improvement’. 

Care Quality Commission inspec¬ 
tors found the practice’s safety, effec¬ 
tiveness and leadership all needed to 
improve. Concerns were raised over 
reporting of monitoring high risk 
medicines and investigations into in¬ 
cidents not being ‘thorough’ enough. 

A report prepared by inspectors 


after they visited the surgery on 
October 18 last year said: “Staff un¬ 
derstood and fulfilled their respon¬ 
sibilities to raise concerns, and to 
report incidents and near misses. 

However, reviews and investiga¬ 
tions were not thorough enough. 
Some completed incident recording 
forms did not demonstrate that peo¬ 
ple were told about any actions to im¬ 
prove processes to prevent the same 
thing happening again. 

“Some risks to patients were as¬ 
sessed and well-managed. However, 
systems for managing patient safety 


alerts, recording the monitoring of 
high risk medicines; checking clini¬ 
cians’ registrations and indemnity 
cover, nurse’s professional member¬ 
ships and risk assessing staff who had 
not receive appropriate immunity sta¬ 
tus checks were not well managed.” 

Inspectors did find the practice’s 
responsiveness and its care towards 
patients to be good, with particular 
praise given to the information pro¬ 
vided by the practice as it was ‘easy 
to understand and accessible’. The 
practice was contacted but was una¬ 
vailable for comment.

A COUNCILLOR has said that land- 
owners who don’t comply with coun¬ 
cil regulations should be addressed 
‘aggressively’ in order to get the best 
results for residents.

Friends raise £100,000 

for new gamma camera 


A TEAM of hospital volunteers have 
made a £100,000 donation towards 
a new camera that can detect can¬ 
cerous tumours and a host of other 
medical problems. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, which 
runs Walsall Manor Hospital, needs to re¬ 
place its current gamma camera as it is 
outdated. 

The replacement camera, together with the 
associated building work, is costing in excess 
of £650,000. Volunteers from the League of 
Friends shop at the hospital have now handed 
over the bumper sum. 

Proceeds from items sold in the League of 
Friends shops in the hospital have helped buy 
medical equipment in the past. 

More than £555,000 has been raised over the 
last eight years alone. The new gamma camera 
will improve image quality and diagnosis. It 
will also offer an improved service to patients. 
Once installed, it will be possible to perform 
modern examinations. 

Patients who currently have to travel to 
other hospitals for their examinations will 
be able to go to Walsall instead of travelling 
further afield. League of Friends chair Janet 
Hodson said the camera was a vital piece of 
equipment for the hospital. 

Income 

“We understand the gamma camera is some¬ 
thing that the hospital clearly really needs,” 
she said. “We wish we could have given more, 
but every bit helps. The money we raise comes 
from the income generated through our shops. 

“We have one shop by maternity and another 
by ward 29. It’s good for our customers and 
supporters to see where their donations go. 

“We regularly support the trust in this way.” 

Richard Kirby, Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust chief executive, said: “On behalf of all 
of our patients who will benefit from this im¬ 
portant new equipment I would like to thank 
the League of Friends for their significant con¬ 
tribution. 

“They are a fantastic support to the trust 
and have raised huge sums of money for us 
over a number of years. The trust’s vision for 
2020 is to become your partners for first-class 
integrated care. Our existing gamma camera 
was installed a decade ago. The new one will 
improve our patients’ experience, improve the 
range of scans we can offer locally and help 
speed up our treatment pathways.”

Lee Humpries is on target to 
reach 100 highest points in 
countries across the globe.

MOUNTAIN climber and intrepid 
traveller Lee Humphries is a man 
on a mission as he continues his 
quest to stand on the highest point 
in 100 different countries. 

The 34-year-old, from Bilston, is travel¬ 
ling across Europe, Africa, South Ameri¬ 
ca and Asia as part of his challenge. 

So far he has crossed 40 off his list and 
scaled Mount Olympus in Cyprus, Har Meron 
in Israel and Gaizinkalns in Latvia in recent 
months. 

Self-employed roofer Lee has set himself 
the target of reaching another 20 by the end 
of 2017 with the aim of getting to 100 by 2019. 

His dedication to his challenge was shown in 
Cyprus where he faced a few hurdles in achiev¬ 
ing his goal of climbing Mount Olympus. 

Summit 

“I could see the Starbrook wide field tele¬ 
scope on the summit and the RAF Troodos 
military compound accompanied with several 
signs showing a camera with a cross through 
it,” he said. 

“As with other military compounds, I was 
aware of the photography issue but it does 
conflict at times with me taking a photo on the 
high point or highest legal point. 

“I pushed on past two small manned out¬ 
posts and heading briskly towards the main 
gates. By this point I had already taken my 
camera out and took a super fast selfie. 

“I went to take another and a heard a man 
shout ‘Oi no photographs” in a very British 


voice. I turned around as my back was to the 
compound and said no problem and that I was 
climbing to the highest point in 100 countries, 
and would take a photo of me and the view not 
the facility. 

“I continued back down the path but I 
wasn’t satisfied. I stopped and thought of 


other pictures I had seen showing people 
closer to the summit. 

“I planned to head back up to the top but to 
the opposite side of the military facility. 

“There was a ski slope and another small 
manned box but this time unoccupied. 

“I made my move and quickly jogged to the 


fence close to the summit where I had seen the 
other photos taken.” 

His recent travels have included a trip to 
Vatican City in Rome, a place where he had to 
visit two sites to ensure he was at the highest 
point - and where he found patience was also 
key to his success. 

“The Vatican lies entirely within Rome and 
is the world’s smallest sovereign state in terms 
of size and population. 

“The highest natural point lies in the Vati¬ 
can gardens which are only accessible as part 
of a group tour. 

“There is also a discrepancy regarding 
which is the actual higher point out of two 
areas within the gardens, so I really needed 
to go to both. 

“There are a lot of variables when on a 
guided tour that I had no control over and on 
several occasions nearly decided to quickly slip 
away from the group as we passed very close to 
the high points before continuing on. 

Elbrus 

“Thankfully the tour guide was thorough 
and took in the Vatican radio station and other 
high points, so I was able to take photos.” 

Among the high points on the agenda for the 
year are Suur Munamagi, the highest peak in 
Estonia at 1,043ft, Balanesti in Moldova, 
which stands at 1,410ft, and the 1,130 ft high 
hill Hara Dzyarzhynskaya in Belarus. 

He is also planning a trip to Mount Elbrus 
in Russia, Europe’s highest peak, as well as 
Haiti in Finland, Fan Si Pan in Vietnam and 
Halla-San in South Korea. 

During his adventures around the world he 
has had to deal with high temperatures, driv¬ 
ing rain and even military gunfire in Croatia 
when he went to climb Dinara. 

He has also visited Kekes in Hungary, 
Dingli Cliffs in Malta and Mount Titano in 
San Marino.

Recycling rates well 
below Defra targets 


RECYCLING rates in the Black 
Country are well below targets 
set by the Government for three 
years’ time. 

Figures have been published by 
the Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs, showing the 
amount of waste reused or recycled in 
Dudley, Sand well, Walsall and Wolver¬ 
hampton in 2015-16. 

They reveal Dudley as the worst, with 
just 38.5 per cent of household waste recy¬ 
cled. In the borough, households left 394 kg 
of waste for collection per person each year. 

The Government has set a 50 per cent 
household waste recycling waste by 2020. 

Councils could be punished with fines if 
they fail to meet the target. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member 
for environmental services, said: “Those 
who do recycle in the borough do so really 
well. But we need to get the message out 
and put incentives to get other people re¬ 
cycling. 

Information 

“We don’t co-mingle our waste so what 
we get is good, clear waste which can be 
used to make other products, such as plas¬ 
tic bottles that are used to make fleece. 

“We have been handing out literature on 
this and there is a lot of information on our 
website which I would encourage people to 
look at. 

“Bit by bit we hope to reach the target.” 

The council was followed by Wolver¬ 
hampton, where 39.5 per cent of waste 
was recycled, where households left 473.9 
kg of waste. In Sandwell, 40.9 per cent of 
household waste collected was recycled, in 
Walsall 41.7 per cent of waste was recycled. 

The story was different in Staffordshire, 
where the county council recycled 50.3 per 
cent of household waste collected. 

Environment chief, Councillor Gill Heath 
said: “It is something we are very proud of.”

Dozens on course to 
train for nursing role 


MORE than 100 old-style auxil¬ 
iary nurses will be trained up to 
work across the Black Country 
and Staffordshire when a new 
course is launched later this 
month. 

The group, who will study at the 
University of Wolverhampton, are 
among the first wave of trainees in 
the UK following the Government’s 
announcement a year ago on the cre¬ 
ation of a new nursing support role. 

To be known as nursing associates, they 
will work alongside healthcare support 
workers and qualified nurses focusing on 
patient care. The move is part of a wider 
plan to diversify and expand the NHS 
workforce. 

The role aims to bridge the gap between 
healthcare workers and registered nurses, 
enabling nurses to spend more time on 
clinical duties and take more of a lead in 
decisions about patient care. 

Partnership 

Eleven test sites were chosen by Health 
Education England to deliver the first wave 
of training. The University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s bid was the only one in the West 
Midlands. Led by Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, the partnership with the university 
covers a wide area including Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Dudley, Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham, Walsall and Staffordshire. 

A second batch of trainees will start 
a new course in April. Students will be 
given experience in a range of healthcare 
settings over two years as they work to¬ 
wards a Foundation Degree (Sci) Nursing 
Associate. Linda Pascall, associate director 
of nursing at the Walsall NHS trust, said: 
“We are very excited and privileged to lead 
one of the 11 national test sites and it is 
a great opportunity to shape the future of 
nursing.”

Silver Thread Tapestries 
tour is all sewn up now 



WALSALL’S Silver Thread 
tapestries are to tour the 
West Midlands. 

An army of volunteers created 
the 11 unique tapestries which 
represent the six towns and other 
areas in Walsall last year. 

Up until last week the tapestries 
were on display at the New Art Gallery 
in the town centre but they are now on 
the move, it was then put on display 
in St Matthews Church as part of Blue 
Coat Arts Festival which features art 
work by the children and Young people 
from all 3 Blue Coat Schools. 

After that they will then move to 
various locations around the borough 
before being displayed at the NEC 
Sewing for Pleasure Show between 
March 17 and 19. 

Commemorative postcards depicting 
each of the tapestries will be available 
to buy. 

Famous 

To help decide what to feature on 
the tapestries, workshops were held 
around the borough in early 2016 and 
attended by local community groups, 
history groups, and individuals with 
an interest in local culture and history. 

Each area of the borough had its 
own story to tell, whether it be the 
Pelsall poppies, meeting under the 
clock in Willenhall market place or the 
excitement when Cilia Black visited 
Walsall for the first Blind Date wed¬ 
ding in 1991, involving the then Sue 
Middleton of Pelsall. 

The tapestries also tell the story of 
famous faces from Walsall, including 
paralympian Ellie Simmonds, Slade 
star Noddy Holder, musician Goldie, 
actress Meera Syal and Judas Priest 
lead singer Rob Halford. Once the 
content was decided, Midlands artist 
Hunt Emerson, famous for being an 
artist on the Beano comic, created the 
designs for the 11 tapestries. 


The call was then put out to local 
people, whether experienced in tap¬ 
estry work or not, to come forward to 
take part in the project. 

Around 100 experienced volunteers 
worked hard on the project for around 
ten months, with a further 100 play¬ 
ing a smaller part. Each of the 11 tap¬ 
estries are the result of around 2,000 
hours of work. 


Councillor Julie Fitzpatrick, the 
portfolio holder for community, leisure 
and culture, said: “The tapestries take 
your breath away - they’re absolutely 
stunning. The volunteers have really 
done Walsall proud. 

“Apart from creating this wonderful 
legacy for Walsall, what’s lovely is the 
friendships made during the sewing, 
which will continue going forwards.”

Despite being past retirement 
age, she is shutting shop not out of 
choice but to be with her son Marco 
a website designer who has been 
diagnosed with a serious illness. 

The location in Blossoms Fold, 
off Darlington Street, was perfect 
for such a business but its proxim¬ 
ity to the Civic was merely a happy 
accident, it turns out. 

“I was very choosy about the lo¬ 
cation,” says Trisha. “It had to be

in one of Wolverhampton’s lovely 
Victorian folds. It seemed to be in 
keeping with the vintage theme, 
although when I started out, I was 
selling all my own designs with 
only the odd bit of Victoriana.” 

That was in January 1974 and 
actress Gabrielle Drake, who was 
appearing in panto at The Grand 
with Trisha’s musician husband 
Georgio, performed the official 
opening. 

Trisha turned to retail after 
years of touring with Giorgio in 
Europe. She was bright, a former 
student of King Edward’s School 
in Camp Hill, Birmingham, where 
she grew up, but not academic, she 
says. The family moved to Wol¬ 
verhampton when she was 14 and 
even then there were signs that she 
was destined for a career in fash¬ 
ion. She was developing her own 
individual style, getting into trou¬ 
ble for wearing a dufflecoat over 


her school uniform. Her years on 
the road with Georgio, who had his 
own band at the time, later joining 
60s pop groups The Fourmost and 
Freddie and The Dreamers, sowed 
the seeds of her later career. 

She started making stage out¬ 
fits - flamboyant shirts and flared 
trousers - for her husband’s band, 
and then for other musicians on 
the gigging circuit. Young people 
flocked to her shop - there was 
nothing like it in Wolverhampton 
- but she couldn’t keep up with 
demand, eventually forced to give 
up making her own stock to buy in. 

Keeping it authentic she used to 
travel to New York and Los Ange¬ 
les to buy her gear. “ Ironically I 
used to get a lot of American bands 
making a special pilgrimage to my 
shop for clothes that I’d bought in 
America,” she says. 

Eventually she became as well 
known among the rock community 
as some of her customers.Famous 
bands to grace her boutique have 
been Whitesnake, W.A.S.P., Skin- 
dred, Steel Panther, Echo and the 
Bunnymen, the list goes on.

Rating at care 
home to stay 
'inadequate' 

A CARE home where assaults went unreported and residents shout¬ 
ed they wished they were dead has failed to improve and will remain 
in special measures. 

Crossways Residential Home on Highgate Road, Walsall, was rated as ‘inade¬ 
quate’ across the board by CQC inspectors during a follow-up visit in December. 
It was first placed in special measures in August last year, but at the most re¬ 
cent inspection the required improvements had not been made. The home cared 
for around 20 people at the time of the visit, with the majority of them living 
-with dementia.

During a three-day visit 
to the site in December, 
inspectors learned that six 
people had been physically 
assaulted by one resident 
since October and that the 
registered manager had 
failed to intervene, putting 
residents at further risk. 

A report into the home 
also states that the man¬ 
ager had not ensured staff 
had the skills they needed 
to recognise that their care 
was falling short of stand¬ 
ards, using an example of 
when a person shouted out 
‘I wish I was dead’ in view 
of others. When asked about 
this, the registered manager 
told inspectors they did not 
recognise how this would 
have an effect on the well 
being of residents. 

Regarding the assaults, 
a statement in the report 
reads: “We found that mul¬ 
tiple incidents had arisen 
within the service prior 
to the inspection includ¬ 
ing people being physically 
assaulted. The registered 
manager was not aware that 
all of these serious incidents 
had taken place.” 

The home was given ‘in¬ 
adequate’ ratings across 
the board, with inspectors 
deeming that safety, effec¬ 
tiveness, care, responsive¬ 
ness and leadership were all 
not up to scratch. The home 
will now be given six months 
to improve its standards of 
potentially face having its 
licence taken away.

Soap legend takes a 
trip down memory lane 


H ands up who remembers Dot 
Cotton’s first line in 
EastEnders. 

Probably very few who tuned in on 
July 4, 1985, thought that the chain¬ 
smoking, hypochondriac with an ear 
for gossip would go on to become a 
soap legend. 

More than 30 years later, she’s still 
going strong, and to fans of the 
programme, is almost as familiar to 
them as members of their family. 

Dot was not, however, an original 
cast member; although mentioned in 
early episodes due to being the 
mother of ‘Nasty’ Nick Cotton, she 
didn’t pop up in person until the 40th 
edition - but from the very beginning, 
her uniform of ‘Italian boy’ hairstyle 
and brown mac were in place, as 
was the cigarette fixed to her bottom 
lip. 

It’s impossible to imagine anybody 
but June Brown playing her either. 
She was largely unknown when she 
was cast, but is now a household 
name. And, as she celebrates her 
90th birthday, the BBC is paying her 
a deserved tribute via this 


documentary which looks back on 
her life and career. 

“June Brown is a one-off, a genuine 
national treasure,” says executive 
producer Caroline Wright. “It’s been a 
privilege to be given the chance to 
capture her magic.” 

Brown was born in Suffolk on 
February 16, 1927, one of five 
children, although two of her siblings 
died in childhood. She was schooled 
in Ipswich, was evacuated to Wales 
during the war, and later served with 
the Wrens before studying at the Old 
Vic Theatre School. 

Like Dot, she has known personal 
tragedy; her first husband, actor John 
Garley, suffered from depression and 
committed suicide in 1957 A year later 
she wed Dixon of Dock Green regular 
Robert Arnold, with whom she had 
six children; sadly, their second 
daughter was born prematurely and 
passed away at just 16 days old. She 
and Arnold were together for 45 years 
until his death in 2003. 

Brown has spent much of her 
career as a jobbing character actress, 
working on the stage while popping 


up on TV and films such as 
Psychomania, Sunday Bloody 
Sunday, The 14 and Lace. Her 
scenes were cut from the 
controversial Sam Peckinpah movie 
Straw Dogs, but she did appear in 
The Time Warrior, the first Doctor 
Who story to feature intrepid 
journalist Sarah Jane Smith, in 1973. 

It was Leslie Grantham who 
recommended her to EastEnders’ 
producers, and initially Dot was a 
rather unsympathetic, sanctimonious 
character who, over the years, 
became warm and sympathetic. 

Brown was nominated for a Bafta 
for her portrayal of her alter ego in 
2009 thanks to an incredible 
performance in a solo episode in 
which Dot recounts the story of her 
life on cassette for her husband Jim 
to listen to in hospital. 

Despite her age, the actress is 
determined to soldier on, and long 
may she continue to do so. 

And those first words? In case 
you’re still wondering, they were: 
“Give us a tea, Lofty. And a glass of 
water so I can take a paracetamol.”

Good morning vibrant Vietnam! 


GOOD night Halong Bay, good 
morning Hong Kong. Closing 
the curtains in one country and 
opening them in another is a spe¬ 
cial experience. 

Particularly when it’s your butler 
who’s pulling the curtains and the 
windows open out on to your own pri¬ 
vate balcony It’s a tough life on a lux¬ 
ury cruise aboard the Silver Shadow. 

My voyage began in Ho Chi Minh City - 
or Saigon, as the locals still call it. Arrive 
here and you’re plunged into a hectic hive 
of activity. Bikes, heat, fish, bikes, rice, cars, 
more bikes, beer, dogs, bright lights, more 
bikes. Vietnam’s largest city is a sharp con¬ 
trast to the calm of a cruise ship. 

Docked within a 20-minute walk or 
five-minute moped ride of Saigon’s his¬ 
toric heart, an overnight stay provided just 
enough time to enjoy the town’s excite¬ 
ment. More than 40 years after the scram¬ 
bled American evacuation, the influence of 
the war remains strong, but is just one piece 
in a mesmerising jigsaw of ancient, colonial, 
communist and contemporary influences.

If it wasn’t for the ceaseless heat and 
swarms of bikes, I could have been in a dif¬ 
ferent century and continent around every 
corner. Leaving was a challenge. But thank¬ 
fully a healthy dose of wining and dining 
helped ease the pain. 

Even that evening’s ‘casual’ dining at the 
pool bar and grill was spectacular - prime 
rib-eye steak and emperor-sized prawns 
grilled at our table on 400C lava rocks. 
Other nights included a la carte Italian La 
Terrazza, in-suite dining and the 400-seater 
main restaurant. And not once was was my 
wine glass empty. 

Some 215 nautical miles later and the 
curtains were opened in Nha Trang, where 
the south-east Asian sun burned away the 
early morning cloud to reveal a high-rise 
city and sand ringed by a row of green hills. 

The lunchtime departure left enough time 
to see the ancient Cham Towers, mooch and 
munch grilled lobster on the beach. Here, as 
ever, the locals did a fine job of competing 
with the Silver Shadow’s classy cookery. 
But not even the tastiest of pho or freshest 


of lobster could compete with the star of the 
Silversea show - Le Champagne. 

The Relais & Chateaux restaurant was 
the only onboard eatery where a cover 
charge was needed, but the mushroom cap¬ 
puccino justified it alone. 

Waking in industrial Chan May next 
morning was less spectacular. But thank¬ 
fully the eyesore port served as a gateway 
to some of Vietnam’s most historical towns. 

I chose Hue and its Imperial City - an¬ 
other location where wildly different sec¬ 
tions of Vietnam’s modern history interact 
to make the town what it is today. 

A mixture of Chinese-style temples, pago¬ 
das and palaces, the Imperial City is where 
Emperor Minh Mang entertained his hun¬ 
dreds of wives, mistresses and children in 
the 19th century. 

Brutally, only around one in seven of 
the city’s buildings survived the first few 
months of 1968 - when American forces 
fought a bloody and costly battle with the 
North Vietnamese - and the ongoing res¬ 
toration work served as a reminder of the 
reconstruction effort needed across the 
country in the decades since the war. 

Next stop Halong Bay. Furry green karst 


islands poked through the shimmering blue 
water, which rippled as the wind broke 
through the humidity and teamed up with 
the sun to usher any clouds away. 

As the rays shone down and we sailed 
through the lagoon-like sea, I felt like I was 
travelling back to a jurassic world. 

Finally we sailed 393 nautical miles to 
Hong Kong. While others enjoyed a sing- 
along and a ‘British pub lunch’, I spent the 
wet and windy final day at sea in the gym, 
the hot tub and the spa, before savouring 
a last six-course feast and a party. A few 
hours later and eggs benedict in front of 
the Hong Kong skyline killed any sign of a 
hangover. 

There was just enough time to pop 428 
metres up Victoria Peak and enjoy one of 
Asia’s best cityscapes.

The Vignale makeover has added numerous features to the Kuga’s exterior

The Kuga Vignale is the fourth car to be released 
under Ford’s new flagship brand, following the 
Mondeo Vignale, the S-Max Vignale and the new 
Edge Vignale. 

In an attempt to move the C-segment SUV towards 
the more premium end of the market, Ford has plied 
the Kuga Vignale with a number of new features, and 
a higher level of standard equipment - including the 
latest Sync 3 infotainment system. 

There are four engine options available with the new 
Kuga Vignale - two petrols and two diesels. Ford’s 
1.5-litre EcoBoost petrol engine can be specified with 
either 148bhp or 180bhp, while the 2.0-litre TDCi diesel 
is available with 148bhp or 178bhp. Our test car was 
fitted with the more powerful diesel unit, which was 
paired with Ford’s Powershift automatic transmission 
and all-wheel drive. 

The Vignale makeover has added numerous features 
to the Kuga’s exterior - including chintzy 19-inch 
polished alloy wheels, plenty of chrome, and Vignale’s 
signature hexagonal grille. 

The Kuga’s cabin has also been worked on. The 
seats have been upholstered in quilted leather, and 
there’s plenty of leather around the dashboard and 
door panels. In our test car, the seats were finished 
in Ford’s signature Cashmere colour - a sort of light 
cream shade - which looked very smart indeed. There 
are still a couple of noticeable cheap plastics that can 
be seen but on the whole, the Kuga’s interior works 
nicely from an aesthetic point of view. 

Comfort-wise, the Kuga Vignale won’t give you 
many reasons to moan. The quilted leather seats are 
comfortable, and offer plenty of adjustability to make 
finding the correct driving position a breeze. 

The Kuga Vignale’s five-seat layout offers plenty of 
room for passengers in both the front and the back. 
Fleadspace is plentiful throughout the cabin, and rear 
passengers won’t feel shortchanged when it comes 
to legroom. In terms of boot space, the Kuga Vignale 
manages a decent 406 litres of storage capacity. 
Folding the rear seats down will extend this to 1,603 
litres. As part of the Vignale treatment, Ford has also 
given the Kuga a hands-free tailgate. 

Dynamically, the Kuga offers a pleasing drive. It’s 
not the most exciting driving experience in the world, 
but it has plenty of grip through the corners and the 
steering is well weighted and provides a good amount 
of feedback. Out on the motorway, the Kuga Vignale 
makes for a rather fantastic mile cruncher. Road and 
wind noise aren’t terribly intrusive, and the 2.0-litre 
diesel engine accelerates smoothly and fairly quietly. 

While the Kuga isn’t exactly a small car, its size 
shouldn’t prove to be too much of a problem when it 
comes to driving in an urban environment. Thanks to 
decent visibility out of the cabin and the addition of 
Ford’s Perpendicular Parking system - which actually 
parks the car for you - you should never have too 
much trouble fitting the Kuga into a space. 

Prices for the Kuga Vignale begin at £30,795 - and 
for that you get a large amount of kit for your money. 
Ford throws in its new Sync 3 infotainment system 
as standard, which incorporates satellite navigation, 
Apple Car Play and Android Auto, DAB radio, and 
Bluetooth connectivity to name a few features.

THE future should look a lot brighter for 
rider Josh Hiatt after finishing a season 
he would probably rather forget. 

The 14-year-old suffered numerous mechan¬ 
ical failures competing in the FAB-Racing Me- 
trakit 70 class. 

Early promise was blighted by bike problems as the 
team, including his father Nigel, struggled to work 
out why the engine and gears kept failing. 

But once the Metrakit GP70 was up and purring, 
the Heath Hayes teenager showed why he is one for 
the future by climbing back on the podium despite a 
severe lack of track time. 

The eight-round series, mainly contested on 
go-karting tracks around the UK, ended with a sec¬ 
ond trip to Red Lodge before the final races at Mal¬ 
lory Park - a full race circuit used by the top British 
Superbike riders. 

Serious 

It was on the big tracks that Josh, who attends 
Kingsmead School in Hednesford, really felt at home 
and gave his team serious food for thought over the 
2017 campaign. 

Nigel said: “We were back at Red Lodge for round 
seven and straight away he was on it, qualifying on 
pole. 

“He came second in the first race and was just 
chuffed to bits to be back on the podium, especially 
after all the bike issues he’d had to deal with during 
the season. 

“Everything looked like it was going down the pan 
until Red Lodge when finally it came together and he 
showed what he was capable of. 

“He did particularly well because he had a bad start 
and had to fight his way back up to second again.” 

But Josh’s favourite race was certainly the last as 
he tackled Mallory.

The Leicestershire track is one of the country’s 
most renowned circuits. 

“The last race was his favourite because it was a 
proper track some of the BSB riders use, rather than 
a go-kart track like a lot of the others,” said Nigel. 

“He qualified fifth and came home in fourth. He 
had got into third place but he was pipped at the line 
and missed out on the podium. 

“His bike just wasn’t as quick as the others pulling 
out of the corners. 

“He loved making the step up to the next level, 
competing on the bigger track,” his father added. 

Red Lodge was a good circuit all year for Josh, who 
secured a third place during round two earlier in the 
year before mechanical problems began to surface. 

Everything went pear-shaped during round three 
at Rowrah, in the Lake District, when problems on 
the 70cc bike ended in a ‘Did Not Finish’ and a non¬ 
starter for race two. 

He was also running third in the second race at Lla¬ 
ndudno in the wet when he came off, causing engine 
problems and first gear issues. 

Nigel said: “We had high hopes for round five at 
Whitton Mill, Northampton, because it’s where Josh 


practises most Tuesday nights. Unfortunately, we 
suffered gearbox and engine problems and spent the 
entire weekend stripping the bike to try and find the 
problem. 

“We ended up doing no racing at all. 

“Lydd in Kent was round six but yet again we had 
the same engine problems. 

“This time we managed to sort it out, but Josh was 
off the pace a bit because he had been off the bike for 
so long. 

“Things went worse when he came off the bike 
again and smashed it up a bit, as well as hurting his 
leg, but he was okay. 

“He tried to do the second race but was in too much 
pain so we ended up with another DNF.” 

Now Hiatt is revving up for a new challenge. He is 
making the step up to race in the a British Superbike 
support series this year after securing a ride in the 
British KTM Cup. 

Supported 

The youngster had options to return to the Me¬ 
trakit series or join the Aprilla Championships. 

The move from Josh, who has been supported by 
the Wigley twins during his burgeoning race career, 
is a move up from the FAB-Racing Metrakit 70 class 
he raced in last year. 

Josh’s mother, Tracy, said: “The new bike has been 
purchased and he had a track day at Mallory Park. 

“Josh loved the bike and got on well with it.” 

Nigel said: “We’d like to thank Phil Turrell from 
Lower Road Service Centre, Hednesford, for provid¬ 
ing us with tyres all season, which has saved us an 
absolute fortune. 

“They cost us £130 a time and sometimes we can go 
through two sets a meeting, so his contribution has 
been absolutely brilliant.” 

Hiatt is still after more sponsors, however. Anyone 
interested can call 07809 606248.

WOOD tasted defeat again, against the 
league leaders, but there was a sense of 
injustice. 

A 2-1 scoreline would have been hard 
to take for Wood, but 4-1 - all the hosts’ 
goals scored with headers - rubbed it in. 

Wood started brightly and took the 
lead just four minutes in. Rikki Bains 
hammered a header off the underside of 
the bar from a corner and Joey Butlin 
was first to react.
